Traditional real-time systems are usually used by very specific, 
mission-critical applications, such as a nuclear reactor monitor. For these 
applications task deadlines must not be missed. However, with the advances 
of computer and communication technology, and as computers become a 
commonplace utility, more applications are requiring a casual use of 
real-time technology.

The elucidation of kinetic rates and mechanisms associated with 
vibrational energy relaxation in liquid and solid systems is of key 
importance to the understanding of fundamental chemical processes. Since 
reactions at elevated temperatures in the condensed phase require bond 
transformations, which occur on the timescale of a molecular vibration, 
measurements of such events require picosecond or faster time resolution.

changes in homogeneous Raman linewidths and is sensitive to local structure 
and complex formation. 

Excited electronic state vibrational relaxation has been 
investigated in the frequency domain through the application of the three 
beam phase conjugate configuration. Analysis of the third order nonlinear 
susceptibility derived from the signal dispersion yields ultrashort 
vibronic state population (T(,l)) and coherence (T(,2)) lifetimes. This 
method has been applied to complex organic dye molecules and the surface 
plasmon resonance of colloidal metal particles in solution. Novel time 
domain picosecond transient grating measurements made on these systems 
using the identical optical configuration have confirmed that the T(,2) 
lifetimes in both cases occur in the femtosecond regime, while T(,l) 
relaxation in excited singlet state manifolds of dyes and electronic 
resonance damping of colloidal gold occurs in several picoseconds.

This study evaluated two of these mechanical 
strategies, filter rules and moving averages. Special emphasis was placed 
on examinations of the filter rule study performed in 1966 by Fama and 
Blume, a study which is often used as support for the weak form of the 
Efficient Markets Hypothesis. 

Several serious problems were found with the methodologies used in 
previous studies in this area. The most important of these was the fact 
that all comparisons were made on the basis of rates of return without 
considering the risk involved in different strategies. 

This study developed a methodology to test the mechanical trading 
strategies which was aimed at avoiding the problems with the previous 
studies. The various trading strategies were compared to a buy and hold 
strategy on the basis of measures of both risk and average return, 
including a simultaneous comparison using the Sharpe and Treynor indexes of 
portfolio desirability. The simulations performed in the study used the 
thirty stocks in the Dow Jones Industrial Average as the securities 
analyzed, using weekly data over a main sample period from January 1969 to 
January 1980. This sample period was considerably longer than the sample 
periods used in the previous studies. 

It was found in the filter rule simulations performed that a 
trading strategy of buying securities on long filter signals and 
buying Treasury Bills on short filter signals significantly outperformed 
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buy and hold for a large number of filter sizes. However, if the exact 
methods used by Fama and Blume were employed, much less favorable trading 
results were obtained (based solely on rate of return comparisons) . The 
simulations performed tended to produce better results for the trading 
rules which generated relatively few complete signals over the sample 
period. Such signals tended to be given only after a considerable movement 
in price had occurred. 

A comparision was made between use of the individual securities' 
own signals to generate filter rule signals and use of the Dow Jones 
Industrial Average to generate such signals. These tests showed a 
considerable difference between both the average returns and the filter 
sizes resulting in favorable results when compared to buy and hold. It was 
found that the use of the Dow signals to indicate when to buy and sell 
the individual securities was superior to the use of the individual 
securities* own price signals. 

The results of applying the Dow signals to the individual 
securities were also compared with using the Industrial Average itself as a 
"security" in testing the trading rules. Little difference was found 
between the results of these two methods. 

There were very few moving average rules tested in which the 
trading rule outperformed buy and hold. In addition, it was found that the 
use of filter rules, whether using the securities' own price signals or the 
price signals of the Dow Industrial Average, resulted in considerably 
better results than were obtained using moving averages.
